THE EXPLOSION OF A POWDER-LADEN SHIP IN THE 
MERSEY. 


Ох Friday evening, Jan. 15, there was a sudden panic oll over 
Liverpool, Birkenhead, and the localities on both banks of the 
Mersey. A bright flash—a sharp shock, that everybody felt— 
sudden darkness in-doors and out, through the extinguishment of 
the gas-lights—a ргојоо roar, and then a crash of falling glass 
on every side—thoroughly alarmed the stoutest-hearted. In half a 
minute the streets were filled with people, for а simultaneous im- 
pulse caused all who could stir to rush ont of houses and shops. 
What was it? А gasometer had exploded, some said; an extra- 
ordinary number of people were convinced that an earthquake had 
taken place, though the phenomena were so widely different from 
those attending such an occurance. But in a remarkably short 
space of time the truth came out, and spread on all hands, that a 
askel dn the river, with powder on board, had taken fire and ex- 
ploded. 

In an age of “sensations ” this was a perfecily new and startling 
спе, though imminent at avy time during the last half century.

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THE ALP3 AND THEIR INHABITANTS. 
Tit: Alps with the exception of Caucasus, constitute the highest 
aud most extensive mountain system of Europe. They extend from 
the banks of the Khone, in France, on the west, to the rivers 
Vorbas and Narenta, on the east, forming a vast semicircular bul- 
wark, which encompasses, on the north, ltaly and the Adriatic Bea 
Vegetation covers the greater part of the Alps. The larger valleys, 
nore of which те to 5 000 feet above the sea, contain some 
tracts fit for agrioultural purpos:s. “hoy consist generally of 
uneven ground, extendicg on both sides of a river. Behind it the 
mountains mse with а steep and commonly inaccessible ascent, 
which is covered with high trees; in the lower parts with oak, 
Fench, elm, &2, gnd tho upper region with fir, pine larch, and іше 
Pinus Cembra. Near the region of the pagtures the trees dwindle 
down to low bushes. Тре pasture region, which occupies the next 
placa, offers commonly а plain strongly inclined to the valley, end 
із in general of equeidprable width. It is called in Switzerland the 
Alps. Неге are found the huts or sennes of the herdsmen, ag shown 
in our illustration page, inhabited only iu summer, whey the cattle 
aro brought to these pastures

THE MANUFACTURE ОР САВНМЕКЕ SHAWLS. 

Тик date of the first mauufactare of Indian shawls із not kuown, 
but it is supposed to have originated in the Valley oi Cashmere, 
hence the neme of Oashmere shawls. ‘These are the very best that 
are made, posseasing unequalled fineness, delicacy, and warmth. 
‘They are formed of the inner hair of a verloty of goat (capra hircus) 
reared on the cold, dry table land of Tibet, from 14 000 to 16,000 
feet above the levelof the sea. The great mart for the shawl wool 
is Kilghet, about twenty days’ journey to the north-:est of Cash- 
mere, whither it ia conveyed on the baoks of mountain sheep. Its 
colour varies from white to вађеу grey, өші fetches about one 
rupee per pound. Abouttwo pounds ere obtained from each goat 
annualiy. In Cashmere, after the down hae been earefully sepa- 
rated trom the hairs, it із repeatedly washed with rice gtarch. 
This process is reckoned important, ~ it is to the quality of the 
water in this valley that the Casümeriang attribute the pecoliar and 
inimitable tineness of the fabrics produced there. The thread із 
always dyed in rice water. Afier the shawls are woven, they are 
softened at a particular spot near the capital, where most of them 
are washed with гі, the root of a parasitical plant. Soap is used 
for white shawls only ; the border is attached last. The manufao- 
ture of a:pair ot large rich shawls, worth £250, will occupy fifteen 
men for eight montns. Under the rule of the Moguls there is said 
to have been 40,000 shawl looms engaged in the manufacture; а 
few years since there we 9 not more than 8,000 or 4,000 looms en- 
gaged in tha Valley of Cashmere, with only two or three men em- 
ployed at each. 

The Hindoos have no large manufactures. Their goods are 
manufactured in the same manner as we did it a century ago, be- 
fore Arkwright invented his spinning-japney, There is nothing 
simpler than the abode of the manufacturer of these magnifizent 
productions. He rents а small plot of ground, puta four sticks 
inte it, fastens them with cross-beams, constructs walls of wicker- 
work, aud forms the roof with leaves of palm trees; he then in- 
stals himself in his hut with his family and tools; the latter, 
which are fow aud of the simplest description. The Hindoo knows 
nothing of the mechanical contrivances to aid him in his work. 
He first winds his thread on a distaff, erecta au oblong frame, aud 
then commences his work with а large wooden needle. His maa- 
ner of working, as may be imagined, is extremely slow; bat it is 
owing to this that the Indian shawls are во much superior to those 
manuractured in Europe by machinery. When busily engaged, the 
artisan can earn at most four annag, or fourpence of our money, 
per day. This, however, more than suffices to purchase the rice 
they consume, upon which commodity they almost entirely subsist 
Their driuk ig simply water, with ап occasional mouthful of раш 
wiue. For the most part these Hindoo ghawl-workers are exces- 
sively lazy. On the day when the merohant gives his order, the 
nativo has to sign а coutract to deliver the article within a certain 
time. He is then advanced about one-fourth of the price. During 
the work ће may probably obtain two more draws; but if not 
finished at the stipulated time, the contraot із taken to a magistrate, 
who forthwith despatehes а policeman to the delinquent Hindoo, 
who remains with him till the work is finished, the cost of the main- 
tenance of the policeman falling upon the lazy artisan. Our illus- 
tration on раде 001 gives the interior of спе of the huts previously 
described; alao the goate from the hair of which tho Cashmere 
shawls are mada.

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BEGISTERED FOR TRANSMISSION ABROAD. 
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Тик whole of our Continental intelligence for the last few monthe 
has been absorbed either by the actual narrative of wara, tumults, 
and ingurrections, or by those preliminary convuleiong which 
usually precede such calamities. We may hear any day that a 
war has begun on the banks of the Eider which must involve all 
Europe in itg folds. We may hear that Austria is involved in е 
quarrel with Italy, seconded by tho efforts of several of her own 
provinces; gud such is the position of France that по one would 
have much reason to bo astonished if he heard thet she was st war 
or in strict allianca with any Oontinental Government, In the 
midst of this wilderness of confusion, intrigue, and discord, it is 
doably pleasant to alight on а green spot where everybody seems 
in good spirits and good humour, вид bent upon no more dan- 
gerous employment than the interchange of courtesies and good 
wishes. Such а spoctacle the Emperor of the French has very 
nearly afforded us іп the ceremony of presenting the Oardinal'g hat 
bestowed by the Pops upon М. Воппесћозе, the Archbishop of 
Rouen. We have not heard much lately of the relations between 
the Emperor and the Pope. Tho Emperor professes to feel tho ne- 
cessity of the assistance of the Roman Oatholi» Ohuroh to support 
his efforts for the good of France,—a very reasonable idea, if un- 
happy experience had not shown during three quarters of & cen- 
tury of revolution how unable that church, backed by the sutho- 
rity aud supported by the revenues of the Btate, has been to found 
auything solid or substantial, aud how passively and help- 
leasly it has drifted along in the tremendous current of events. 
He is “astonished to see men hardly escaped from shipwreck sum- 
mon ence more the winds and waves to their aid.” The Emperor 
does not reflect that the tempest may have thrown th» mariners on 
a degolate island, where they find themselves во ill at ease that they 
prefer even the winds and the waves to such tranquillity. The re- 
cent debates must, indeed, have sunk deep іп the Emperor's mind, 
when we find him personifying the orators of the Opposition as the 
genius of evil, against whom God visibly protects France. ‘ Every 
horest man,” says the Emperor, “can move within the Constitution 
at his ease, for each hes the opportanity of expressing his ideas, of 
controlling the acts of the Government, and taking his part in pub- 
lic affairs; exclusion no longer exists.” The truth of this state- 
ment depends upon the meaning which we give to the worda 
“honest man." The statement of the Emporor ig undoubtedly 
true if no Frenchman ean fairly bo called an honest man ex- 
cept the mau who is attached to the person and policy of the 
Emperor, who is content with the Constitution ва it stands, 
and is satisfied to enjoy liberties more restricted than those of any 
people in Europe. Such а person may, indeed, walk at ease; ће 
may writo and say what he pleases, for his views and those of the 
Government are identical; he шау criticise them, for his critiolam 
will be applause; he may advise them, for his advice will be to 
continu» in the existing course. But if we rise to в pitch of 
liberality which tho Emperor does not contemplate, and suppose 
that amonz those who do not share these convictions honest шеп 
may neverthelees be found, then we nxintain that such honest men 
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cannot walk at ease within the present French Constitution. The 
press dares not publish its criticism or its advice without incurring 
the risk of ruin, and, as for taking 8 part in public affairs, let such 
а person attempt it, and he will soon see what foundation there is 
for the splendid boast that “seclusion no longer exists.” All that 
every officer of State, from the Minister of the Interior to the 
Government forester, cxn do against him will be done.

The two Powers conceivo 
themselves to be under tho necessity of demonstrating their poli- 
tical ascendenoy in the direction of the foreign affairs of Germany 
at the cost of Denmark. For this purpose they have taken the 
decisive step of presenting an ultimatum to the Danish Govern- 
ment, by their ministers at Copenhagen. The joint demand 
of the two Powers was delivered on Saturday, and was most 
peremptory in tone. The King was required to retract the con- 
stitution granted last November, and restore аз а temporary measure 
the state of things existiug just b:fore its promulgation, and to do 
this within a fortnight's time. Failing to obtain compliance with 
this demand, the Austrian and Prussian ministers were to leave 
Denmark. ‘The requirement of the German Powers ia one which, 
however preferred, any Danish Government would find it most 
difficult to concede. ‘The Austrian and Prussian message is either 
a summons to King Obristian to attempt а coup d'etat, or itis 
nothing. It being certain that the demands of Austria and Prussia 
will not be complied with at Copenhagen, those Powers will 
have to resolve upon the means of giving effect to their policy.

A SUCCESSFUL SWINDLER. 


Тик county has been favoured for а few days past with the pre- 
sence of one of that tolerably numerous fraternity who live upor 
their wits, and contrive to do so pretty comfortably. Captain 
Bowler, as he calls himself, is believed to be the son of an officer who 
highly distinguished himself in the service ая а brave soldier. The 
sou at one time also bore arms, though whether as a private or 
commissioned officer is not itively known. At all events, he 
was an employee in the Dublin Post-office when the Crimean war 
broke out, A militia regiment having been raised іп Donegal at 
that time, Captain Bowler got the adjutancy of the corps, but 
while in this situation he seems to have “got off the line,” 
and was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment for obtain- 
ing money on false pretences. On leaving prison һө got а 
large and imposing document printed, addressed to his 
Royal Highness the Commander-in-Chief, in which, ignor- 
ing the fact of his imprisonment, he set forth that he had 
been very ill-used, and requested the signatures of respectable par- 
ties in obtaining redress. Armed with this document, and fortified 
by his personal appearance, which externally is that of a well- 
dressed, well-educated gentleman of good abilities, the captain has 
succeeded in not only obtaining the signatures but the necessary 
assistance of such distinguished men as Earl Russell, Lord Raglan, 
the Archbishop of York, Lord Oombermere, Mr. Kinglake, «с. 
In visiting Edinburgh, the captain has been quite as succeesful іп 
raking the wind, and, with one exception, has obtained the 
names and a donation from the judges of the Court of 
Session and others moving in the higher circles of Edin- 
burgh society. His petition, which is emgrossed on а cepa- 
cious sheet of parchment, contains, in fact, the names of 
the principal nobility of England and Ireland, and of not 
afew in Scotland. In this county the captain commenced 
operations on Tuesday week, and lost no time in paying his respects 
to the nobility and gentry of the district. Among the first visits 
he paid was to the Marquis of Tweeddale, to whom he represented 
that he had been requested to callat Yester by Major-General 
Walker, commander of the forces in Scotland. The good address 
and gentlemanlike appearance of the ill-used captain had its wonted 
effect, and the marquis was induced to give, not only his signature 
to the petition, but a small pecuniary donatiou to assist him іп ob- 
taining redress. The Earl of Haddington, Bir Hew Dalrymple, and 
other gentlemen of property, besides several of the more wealthy 
farmers of the county, were also waited on in the course of 
the week by the plausible and good-looking stranger, who оп 
Saturday was seen sporting his figure on the Newbyth Pond, 
and mingling freely with the crowd assembled.  Unfor- 
tunately for his further operations, however, General 
Walker happened to arrive at Yester two days afterwards on a 
visit to the Marquis of Tweeddale, when it turned out that the 
captain had used his name without the slightest authority, and 
that there was every reason to believe the gallantcaptain was neither 
more nor less than a genteel swindler. The police got information 
of the facts, and on Saturday eveniog Superintendent Allan, of the 
county constabulary, arrested him at Dunbar on the charge of 
obtaining money under false pretences.

and bursting open the door of the room, discovered the wife, Eliza- 
beth Btone, сөл on over the side of the bed with her tkroat cut, 
from which the blood was running profusely. The husband was 
standing over her with е large clasp knife, from which the blood 
was drippiog, in his band. His throat was also cut more deeply 
even than that of the wife. The only other person in the room was 
the child of the unhappy couple, aged about six years, who was 
crying, “ Father is trying to kill mother.” Ав soon as Stone caught 
sight of Groves he dropped tho knife, upon which the latter imme- 
diately rushed on Btone and dragged him from his wife. Medical 
aid was at once sought, and Messrs. Perry and Embling, surgeons, 
soon arrived and dressed the wounds. Stone openly confessed 
having made the attempt on the life of his wife and his own, ех- 
pressing at the same time his regret that “ һө had only made half a 
job of it,” and asked the marine, Groves, if he would complete the 
work. Jealousy on the part of the husband appears to have been 
the cause of the attempted murder of his wife. They had been 
married about twelve years, and have only the one child, who wit- 
nessed the dreadful seene, living. The man Stone, about six weeks 
since only, was discharged from the Great Yarmouth Lunatic 
Asylum, where he had been confined some time ав а lunatic. He 
was discharged as cured. He is about thirty-eight years of age, and 
his wife somewhat older. After the wounds were dressed the wo-

MYSTERIOUS ATTEMPT AT MURDER NEAR LEAMING-

Апорт ten o'clock on Friday night а dastardly outrage was per- 
petrated within & few miles of Leamington. Under cover of dark- 
ness, some person, at present unknown, fired a gun—no doubt 
with а murderous intention—at ап inoffensive man of the name of 
Dodd, a common stage carrier, who resides in a somewhat lonely 
part of the district between the villages of Tachbrook and Moreton 
Morrell. Dodd, it seems, is in the habit, daily, of working a car- 
пега cart to Leamington, Warwick, Stratford-on-Avon, and the 
surrounding villages, and is known as an honest and hard-work- 
ing man. On Friday last he had been to Stratford-on-Avon, 
and returned to his home late in the evening. When he had put 
his horse in the stable and had given it something to eat 
he went into his house, where he remained alone for а con- 
siderable time, bis wife being at the time in Leamington, 
paying а visit to some of her relatives. After supper һө 
returned to the stable to “sup up ” his horse. He completed his 
work in this respect at about ten oclock, when he prepared to leave 
for his home. aving extinguished the candle he stepped outside 
the stable door. No sooner had he done во than some person, near 
to the spot where he was standing, aimed a gun at his head and 
fired. ‘he contents struck the fleshy part of one side of his face, 
mangling his cheek and wounded him in a frightfal manner. His 
hat was blown away from his head, and shattered in pieces. ‘The 
greatest portion of the charge, however, fortunately missed its 
mark, in consequence of the aim being 8 little too high. Dodd im- 
mediately fell to the ground, and for а time remained in в state of 
unconciousness. in the meantime the would-be murderer made off, 
under the impression, no doubt, that his infamous pure had been 
completed. hen he had sufficiently recovered, Dodd managed to 
crawl to а neighbouring cottage, at some distance from the place, and 
obtained assistance. Тһе poor fellow was covered over with blood, 
which had flowed from the wound upon his head and face.

At present, however, there 
js not the slightest evidence as to his identity. Dodd himself sus- 

ts no one; for he states that he had no quarrel with anybody, 
aud that all the neighbours are upon the friendliest terms with 
him. He dees not think that the person who fired intended to 
rob him, because his money was found ell ssfe in his pockets 
afterwards. The whole question of who did it, and what it was 
done for, therefore, remains а mystery for the present.— Birminj-

HANGED BY Accipent.—A very singular cise of accidental 
henging &ccurred in Cumberland last week, by which a boy named 
George Dodd, fourteen years о! age, lost his life The deceased 
was employed in a coal! pit near Brampton, Cumberland, and one 
morning went towards the mine to his work in his customary good 
health. Bhortly afterwards his father, missing him from his post, 
went into &n adjoining stable to search for him. То bis horror, 
he found his eon hanging by his neck suspended by а rope, quite 
dead. It appeared from the evideuce taken at the inquest, before 
Mr. Oarrick, the county coroner, that before commencing work the 
deceased арф some other lads had been amusing themselves with 
telling stories. Among others, two were told of people being 
hanged by accident. One of these tales related to a lad who had 
tried to ascertain how long he could hang without a fatal result, 
and who had died before his comrades could rescue him. The other 
was of an acrobat, who had met with his death under similar cir- 
cumstsnces. The deceased, on hearing these stories, laughed at 
the idea of the boy not being able to release himself from tho 
rope, and he no doubt then mentally resolved that he would try the 
experiment himself. He did во, and was banged. ‘Che jury took this 
view of the case, and returned a verdict accordingly. 

Tus LATE ADMIRAL HAMELIN.— Да iral Hamelin, whose death 
ig announced in the Молйепт, will be well remembered in England 
as the coadjutor of Admiral Deane Dundas іп the Black Sea during 
the Crimean war. This distinguished naval officer was born Bep- 
tember 2, 1796. He was а nephew of Admiral Baron Hamelin, 
a sailor, who saw much service under the First Empire. At the 
age of eloven years his uncle placed him as a midshipman on board 
the Venus, and while yet в boy he saw great deal of fighting. 
Іп 1812, having obtained а commission, he took part 12 the expedi- 
ion to the Scheldt. His promotion was rapid, notwithstanding the 
peace which followed the battle of Waterloo. Та 1828 he became & 
captain, and in 1842 a rear-admiral. Tho Crimcan war found him 
maritime prefect of Toulon, and he was then selected for the com- 
mand of the Black Sea fleet. The memorable landing of the French 
troops previous to the battle of the Alma was effected under hig 
direction. During the attack on Sebastopol forts of the 17th of 
October, 8 shell struck the quarter-deck of the Ville de Paris, and 
killed Lieutenant Sommelier by Admiral Hamelin's side. Не him- 
self was knocked down by the shock. He rose and continued to 
command his vessel amidst а storm of Russian projectiles. His 
conduct on that day was rewarded а promotion to the rank of 
а full admiral. On tne death ой М. Duoos ће wee appointed 
Minister of Marine, which office he held from 1855 to 1860, when 
he retired to the snug and honourable post of Grand Ohancellor of 
the Legion of Honour. Не leaves а son, who ће in the 
navy, and at this moment second in command of the Bretagne. 
His daughter was married only a few weeks before his death. Tho 
req e been fixed for the 5th of January, but the admiral 
feeling his end approaching, advanced the time іа order that ho 
might be present at the nuptiale The Emperor has ordered that 
he shail be buried in the Invalides.
